It’s one way of getting around the truth. The fime comes in every country wlien a few 
thousand men own the wealth of the onintry. 

Their incomes mount higher; and tiiglier, until finally there is a general outcry de¬ 
manding the taxation of ihote incoinM. 

Sometimes the rich tlicni.selves decide to’ ux their incomes, in order to allay popular discontent. 

Tliey want it to appear that they are bearing heavy and unusual burdens, in ender that the people 
may nrrt itiquire as to the sonrees of their inconiM. 

In Ljigland just iww tin: refomiris are referring to these incomes as unearned and declaring that 
unearned incr>mes sliall pay a heavier lax. , . 

But, if an income is unearned, why isn't,It robbery ? 

Why allow a man to steal a million and then insi'-t that lie give back to the people, three gh an in¬ 
come tax, 2 $ per cent of his stealings? 

TTie income taxer says; “A fet^ millionaires are piling tip millions and millious in unearned in¬ 
comes. \\'c don't denand the return to tlie cocnmnnity of all unearned millions; we will only tax the 
(losscssors of tliose millions a little higlter than we tax ;lic man who earns his income." 

It is just as if nc said to our millionaires; "Here, let the people pot into your purses all their 
millions. We don't object to that, but we insist that out of every dollar you pay in taxes to tlie gov¬ 
ernment 25 per cent of your iineamed income."
